A report on the $8,000 tractor - 
purchased last spring for use atthe 
dump - will be presented to the 
Selectmen next Monday night. 

The tractor has been laid up for 
repairs, which Town Manager 
Thomas E. Duff estimated in the 
' area of $600, during the Select- 
men’s meeting Feb. 5. 

A published report on the subject 
Tuesday indicated that the estimate 
had decreased to about $400. 

And at a meeting Tuesday night, 
Mr. Duff told the Selectmen he 
now believes repairs will cost 
between $175 and $200. 

He had been asked to prepare a 
report on the break-down, and the 
estimated maximum trade-in value 
of $3,000, for the Tuesday night 
meeting of the Selectmen and 
Finance Commission. 

But the meeting didn’t get into 
details on the tractor, and member 
Eugene A, Bernardin Jr. asked that 
the report be made next Monday 
instead, 

At the session Tuesday night, 
Duff upped his previous estimate 
of the trade-in value to about 
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The Finance Committee, using 
its sharp blue pencil thoroughly, 
has lopped some $72,000 from 
departmental budgets. 

Chairman Walter C, Wilson Jr. 
told the Selectmen Tuesday night 
that a few items are still under 
consideration, and had no final 
tally to announce. 

The cuts in department budgets 
were not discriminatory - nearly

Is Andover an integral part of 
the Greater Lawrence Community? 
Or is it merely a northern suburb 
of Boston? Or, more importantly, 
is Andover an unique community, 
an academic oasis in a growing 
megalopolis which wishes to pre- 


| serve its own identity much in the 


way Princeton, N. J., recently did 
when it rejected plans for Urban 
Renewal, ousted its mayor, and 
proclaimed that it would not be- 
come part of a giant shopping 
center civilization? 

These were some of the ques- 
tions which perplexed Andover 
League of Women Voters members 
who last week attended unit 
meetings on Regional Planning.

Since the plans of these diverse 
groups do not seem to be co- 
ordinated and Massachusetts con- 
tinues to be burdened with an out- 
moded constitution, even the most 
optimistic citizens take adim view 
of what if any thing will emerge.

FinCom Chairman Walter C. 
Wilson Jr. agreed that he and his 
associates would maintain ‘‘open 
minds’? as far as additional data 
is concerned, but stipulated that 
present facts lead to the conclu- 
sion that the land fill operation 
is not mandatory. 

On the other hand, he announced 
approval of the $25,000 request 
for garbage removal - not as a 
public service so much as a matter 
of public health. This, he continued, 
seems far more important than 
does purchasing the tractor-dozer 
for a land fill dumping process. 

One of the associated problems, 
when considering the dump, is the 
amount of gravel and fill needed 
to maintain the land fill operation. 


An estimated $11-12,000 might’ 


be needed for this material, during 
the balance of 1962, and the budget 
now contains funds for this 
purpose. These will be stricken 
from that document if the special 
article on the ‘dozer is voted down. 

Mr. Wilson commented that 
Town Manager Thomas E, Duff 
has ‘‘indicated basically the same 
feeling’? regarding the issue. 

Mr. Duff, in turn, said he 
generally agrees with the FinCom 
on this problem, 

But then he also stated that, as 
an ex-officio member of the study 
committee, he supports the pro- 
posal for sanitary land fill, and 
will support the article to buy the 
‘dozer. 

He explained that the present 
tractor, purchased last year, is 
too small for the operation. Pur- 
chase of the heavier equipment 
would start the town on its way 
towards the sanitary land fill 
method, he stated. Duff also re- 
minded the gathering that an open, 
burning, dump is the cheapest type 
to operate, and that the town should 
consider itself lucky to have been 
able to conduct this type of opera~ 


tion over the years. 

There was general discussion 
about the rodent problem at the 
dump being caused, in part at 
least, by as many as one-third 
of the townspeople throwing 
garbage into the dump - although 
this is not allowed under existing 
regulations. 

Raymond LaRosa suggested t 
the meeting that few complaints 
have been heard in recent years 
about garbage disposal, while many 
have been received about the 
smoke, smell and debris as- 
sociated with the dump. Hetermed 
garbage collection as adecreasing 
problem, because disposals and 
incinerators are more widely used.

Rita Buchan: Diversified planning 
to meet the needs of all students, 
keeping well in mind the needs of 
students who will not go on to 
college; flexibility, but not 
‘tchasing after’’ changes just be- 
cause they are new; budgetary 
sanity, doing what can be done 
within reasonable limits. 

Vincent Davey: Commented that 
the old belief that ‘‘Andover is 
doing well’’ is not so now, and 
that ‘‘truthfully’’, the system now 
can’t be said to be ‘‘going well’’; 
adverse publicity - the town and 
the children deserve better; called 
for putting the scholastic deci« 
sions back in the hands of the 
superintendent. 

Charles Liponis: prestige and 
dignity of the schools has been lost 
to some extent; questioned whether 
hiring, 30 teachers a year means 
too much turnover; said many 
curriculum improvements need to 
be made, and would propose moving 
faster with these, once recognized 
as problem areas; specially men- 
tioned the workshop, for cars and 
other related shop areas, going 
without a teacher; said ‘Children 
are being short changed" in pre- 
sent system. 

John Sullivan: called for making 
the sacrifice to achieve excellence; 
‘‘there are no bargain basements 
in education’’, in terms of getting 
teachers; if community recognizes 
and fulfills its responsibilities to 
the teachers, expect the teachers, 
on the other hand, to recognize 
their responsibilities to the town, 
and mentioned longer school days, 
and lengthened school year, as 
items requiring the full coopera~ 
tion of the faculty; saidcurriculum 
changes should be recommended 
by administration. 

Many Questions 

Several of the questions, and 
the replies, follow: 

What are your views on merit? 

Liponis - ‘*It’s the coming thing” 
and will eventually be found in all 
school systems; difficult to ad- 
minister and to get a good basis 
for decision. 

Buchan - Difficult to administer, 
but the need exists to reward ex- 
cellence; still feels it’s ‘‘worth 
our trying’’. 

Sullivan - It’s as ‘good as its 
administration’? and it takes time 
for administrators to get used to 
it; optomistic it can be made to 
work here. 

Davey - basic salary schedule 
is most important, in order to get 
on a level with surrounding and 
competing communities; the scale 
should be brought up to par first. 


On the question of low morale, 
Sullivan pointed out that the num- 
ber of teachers leaving the system 
annually isn't indicative, because 
many do so for private, family 
reasons and others move away 
as their husbands are transferred 
to other places. Some additional 
teachers for the system are also 
included, he said. 

In response to one direct ques- 
tion as to whether he referred to 
the Dimlich case, in the matter of 
low morale, Davey said he felt 
this case shouldn't be discussed 
because it still is in the courts, 
but he said he believes most people 
will agree ‘tit was poorly handled’’, 
whatever their opinion on 
merits of the Committee’s deci~ 
sion not to retain Mr. Dimlich 
as principal of the Junior High.

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Facts On Teacher Turnover 


It is not our intent to mix into the current political 
campaign — except in the case of misunderstood facts, 
which become campaign issues. 

Such is the case in the School Committee campaign, 
where it is said that the rate of 30 new teachers yearly 
indicates low morale, dissatisfaction with the system. 

A small amount of research, plus the accumulated ex- 
perience gained in covering the School Committee meet- 
ings, indicates that morale is the smallest of factors 
involved in this subject. 

Not all of the 30 teachers are replacements — some are 
new teachers hired to augment the present staff. 

Some resignations are for private, family reasons — 
known but not published routinely nor entered in the 
minutes of the School Committee for posterity. 

A few teachers move — most are women whose husbands 
are transferred to other areas. 

And some do leave because they get better jobs; or 
they don’t like it here and want to move. 

But it is stretching the facts to use them to show that 
morale is low because 30 teachers a year is the average 
‘turnover’ 


Referendum Makes Sense 


The decision of the Great and General Court, in turning 
down the bill to allow fluoridation of the water supply to 
be on the ballot in March, is quite sensible. 

This subject was decided a year ago on the ballot; thus 
it would be appropriate to require that proponents seek out 
sufficient signatures of registered voters to guarantee 
that there is substantial interest in voting on it again. 

The Legislature expects to pass a bill allowing the 
Boards of Health to place the question on the ballot; or, 
if the Board does not, then proponents can get five per- 
cent of the voters’ signatures on a petition. If this is 
done, the question would go on the ballot automatically, 
without asking legislative approval. 

If local proponents wish to take the necessary steps, 
via petitions, and can come up with the necessary signa- 
tures, then it makes sense to vote again on the issue. But 
it makes no sense at all to merely vote annually, first on 
the petition of one side, then the other. 

When the Legislature turned down all the requests for 
voter action via the ballot — Andover was one of several 
communities involved — it at least returned to the town 
some self-rule. Now, at least, the townspeople will be the 
ones to decide whether such issues go on the ballot or 


not. 


Who Wants It? 


Although there are many issues involved in the munici- 
pal dump problem, it appears quite clear to us that the 
location of the dump should not be changed. 

Neighbors now complain about the facility; it smokes 
and smudges; rodents appear in neighboring yards; it 
smells bad, 

Now this will always be true of a dump, if it is operated 
in the present manner. 

It is unpleasant, no doubt. Property values in the im- 
mediate area are lower, because of the condition. 

But how fair would it be to plant this nuisance in some- 
one else’s back yard? 

We can imagine no more controversial a move than one 
to remove the facility to some other part of town. Nor can 
we consider such a step to be anything else but com- 
pletely unfair to those now living away from the dump, 
who might then be affected by it. 

If a sanitary land fill operation is not adopted, thus 
alleviating the present nuisance, we fear the present resi- 
dents of the section surrounding the dump will have to 
continue their objections until something is done, But 
that ‘‘something’’? should not be merelymoving the 
problem away, into someone else’s neighborhood. 


Go, Listen, Vote

tatorian’’. 

\ statement of the reasons for 
this action have been given by Mr. 
March: 

“For some years, as high school 
enrollments have risen sharply, 
the traditional device of selecting 
4 valedictorian, salutatorian, and 
honor essayists has become in- 
creasingly unwieldly; it has 
resulted, at times, in the sort of 
inequities which an automatic 
selection can often yield. The 
actual difference in finding 
averages among the _ higher- 
ranking seniors has been so slight 
as to have little or no significance. 
The selection of subjects, number 
of courses taken by each student, 
and other factors which influence 
average marks have wide varia~- 
tion. As a result, about half of the 
high schools in Massachusetts have 
discontinued the old system. The 
new method, which will eliminate 
the selections noted above and will 
henceforth be in effect in Andover 
High School, is the result of care- 
ful study and has been approved 
by the faculty and the School Com- 
mittee. We feel certain it will re-
